A Fter that iudgement had p:ocecded a- 
gainff them as is afozeſayd : the She⸗ 
riffes of the citte of London Eaped the erc- 
cution of theſe traytozs vntill they might 
underſtand hir Pateſties further pleaſure. 
And albeit her highneſſe wasfally ſatil- 
fled of their wicked and ſecret pꝛadiſes, their 
vnnaturall and vagodly offences committed 
towardes God, her perſon and the whole 
ſtate, of therealme as alſo howe peruerſt 
and obſtinate they were in their irreligious 
opinions, yet did her highneſſe on the nert 
day following, of hir moſt gracious accuſto⸗ 
med and vaſpeakable tlementie giue com · 
maundement, that none of thoſe fourteene 
Traytozs ſhoulde be dꝛawen dz quartered 
aceo2ding to their iudgement befoze recea- 
ned: but with great mercy and compaſſion 
towarves them did mittigate the ſame oncly 
commaunding that they ſhould be hanged 
in ſundꝛy places neere London . Os that 
bpon the 28. of Auguſt laſt in the fazenoone 
VVilliam Guntur one of the Trayto2s be- 
ing a ſeminary pꝛieſt came firſt into the cart 
whoſayd nothing but ſate him downe. 
Aſter pun came Henry Veblen who far. 


in the carte that. he was a man of occnpati- 
on and that hee was condemned fo2 harbo- 
ring of ſuch as were ſeminary pꝛieſtes, de⸗ 
nying obſtinately that he neuer offended hir 
Pauſtie, but that he died foz his corſtiente: 
and pet to harbour ſuch as were traytoꝛs ia 
treaſon of it ſelſe, and to denie hir highnelle 
to be ſupꝛeame head of the Church ol Eng 
land is alſo high treaſcn : and ſo leffing awd 
therin ſmiling in the carte he ſat him down. 

Alter him came VV illiam Deane a man 
of a very perutrſi minde and opinion, u do 
mum bling to dim ſelfe in Latine: and ſee- 
ming to iuſt iſie his bad and detellevle opt» 
mon, the people trytd downe with hun into 
the carte, Where vnto theſe thz& being tied, 
they were tonueyed along the citie to Myle⸗ 
end where VViliam Deane and ny 
VVebley ſhewing themſelues peruerſt trat- 
toꝛs wert hargcd vppen a Jebbit newly ret 
bp io: them. Zten was VVilliam Guntur 
conuated into Yollywell ficldes ntere to the 
Theato2 oz Playhcuſe where maiſter ſhe⸗ 
ritt willed hum to call vpon Cod foz pardon 
and &knowlevge his offences to hir mas 
ieſtie where at he aunſwerecd that he would 
aſke pardon of God, but not of hir Paicſtis, 
ſaying he had neuer offended ber, and ſo he

Alter this the ſheriffes and their officers 
teturned ta Ne where they fetcht fr 
.thence in a carte Robert Morten, Hugh 
More, and Thomas Acton: theſe tie were 
-tyed in the car te, and ſo were conueyed into 
Lincolnes June ſieldes, where (vpon a Jeb- 
bit ) vſing the like ſperche as the other had 
done, two of them ended their liues. From 
thence they conucyed the third man to Clar⸗ 
ken Weli , whoſe name was Thomas Ac- 
ton, where a Jebbit was ſet vp and there he 
ended his life in maner as the reſt did befoze. 
. Then the ſheriſfs againe returned to New- 
. gate : and topke foozth Thomas Felton a- 
ſozeſapd, who wich lames Clarkſon were 
. (et vppon two ſeuerall hozſes, pinnioned 
their fecte tyed vnder the hozſle bel y, and 
their handes tyed alſo, who being con- 
. ucted to B2zaynfazd, were there executed ac- 


And thus they were hanged in ſcuerall 
places to the example of all other their fa- 
yonrers and ſteret Traytozs whome the 
Lo2d of his mercy conuerte o2 ſpeedety bzing 
to light that they way be cut off by Juſtice 
aecozding to their deferte .
